SUMMARY: US, UK, FRANCE, USSR MISOPFS MET AND AGREED 
(A) PROCEED IN UNGA ON BASIS SUBSTANTIALLY SAME 
RES AS ADOPTED IN SC (B) SEEK WIDE CO-SPONSORSHIP 
POR RES (C) HAVE RES INTRODUCED BY UNGA PRES. 

1. US, UK, PRENCH MISOFPS MET WITH TULINOV (USSR) 

AT HIS REQUEST. TULINOV STATED HE HAD RECEIVED 
GUIDANCE PROM MOSCOW AND (A) THEY AGREED TO TEXT OF 
RES SET PORTH REP A (B) THEY AGREED BEGIN COLLECTING 
WIDE RANGE OF COSPONSORS (C) THEY ACCEPTED NOTION OP 
INTRODUCTION OP RES BY UNGA PRES. 
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2. TULINOV SAID MOSCOW ALSO WISHED AGREEMENT ALONG 
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LINES WHICH HAD OBTAINED IN SC THAT THERE BE NO 
MENTION OF BERLIN IN CONNECTION WITH GA ACTION. TULINOV 
STRESSED AGREEMENT HAD WORKED WELL IN SC AND SHOULD 
APPLY IN GA AS WELL. MISOFF RECOGNIZED THAT AGREEMENT 
HAD BEEN SCRUPULOUSLY HONORED DURING ACTUAL SC PRO- 
CEEDINGS BUT NOTED THAT MALIK LETTER IMMEDIATELY THERE- 
AFTER HAD CERTAINLY NOT MADE IT EASIER TO MAINTAIN 
SAME APPROACH. TULINOV IMPLICITLY ACKNOWLEDGED VALIDITY 
THIS POINT AND CONTENTED HIMSELF WITH STATING MOSCOW 
HOPED IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE AVOID RAISING BERLIN IN GA 
DURING ADMISSION PROCESS AND PLEDGED USSR WOULD NOT 
DO SO IE OTHERS DID NOT. US, UK, FRANCE MADE NO 
COMMITMENT. 

3. IT AGREED WE WOULD COMMENCE OBTAINING WIDE CO- 
SPONSORSHIP BY CONTACTING EE AND WEO GROUPS RESPECTIVELY 
AND URGING FRG AND GDR TO CANVASS OTHER GROUPS FOR 
RESPECTIVE CO-SPONSORSHIP ON UNDERSTANDING THAT EOUR 

OF US WOULD FOLLOW UP WHERE FRG AND GDR REQUESTED. 

4. WE AGREED MEET AGAIN END AUGUST OR BEGINNING SEPT 
TO REVIEW COSPONSORS OBTAINED BY THEN AND DETAILS OF 
PROCEDURES TO BE EOLLOWED AT UNGA. 

5. TULINOV EXPRESSED HOPE WE COULD AVOID HAVING 132 
SPEECHES IN CONNECTION WITH GERMAN ADMISSION BUT STATED 
THAT IT WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE LIMIT SPEECHES TO ONE FROM 
EACH GROUP. IT AGREED WE WOULD SUGGEST TO PROSPECTIVE 
COSPONSORS WHERE APPROPRIATE THAT IT NOT NECESSARY FOR 
THEM TO TAKE ELOOR. 

6. MISOEF CONVEYED ABOVE TO PLEDGER (FRG OBS MISSION) 

WHO RELIEVED THAT AGREEMENT REACHED. HE CAUTIONED 
ABOUT AGREEING TO NO MENTION OF BERLIN SINCE "SCHEEL 
MAY WISH TO SAY SOMETHING ABOUT BERLIN FOR DOMESTIC 
REASONS. " HE SAID FRG WOULD IMMEDIATELY BEGIN SEEKING 
CO-SPONSORS. HE SAID THEY WOULD MAKE A PARTICULAR 
EFFORT WITH AFRICANS TO DIMINISH CHANCES OE GUINEA 
STIRRING UP TROUBLE. 
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
